Much of the existing confusion of 
thought respecting the suspension of the priv- 
ilege of the writ of habeat rorpur arises from 
the confounding of the suspension which is 
expressly authorized by the constitution with 
the suspension which is comprehended in the 
suspension of all laws except the laws of war. 
The latter right of suspension is a purely bel- 
ligerent right, flowing from the mere recogni- 
tion of a state of wat, And appertains exclu- 
sively to the theAtre of wat; the former 
right of suspension is a purely civil 
right, flowing from a pesitive act of 
Congress, and appertains to those parts of the 
country where the civil laws are in operation. 
Hhnifestly the two are entirely distinct; and 
by clearly keeping in view the distinction all 
the current fallacies on the subject at onoe 
disappear. It is only by overlooking this 
distinction that Hr. Lincoln conceives that he 
as Commander-in-Chief of the Army And 
BAvy has a right to disregard the privilege of 
the writ of halea* corput in places where the 
civil Iawb Are in operation as well as in plAces 
where the civil Iaws in general are suspended 
by ActUAl And present war. U likewise 
is only by overlooking 
that the Editor of the Cincinnati 
conceives that Congress can rightfully sus- 
pend the privilege of the writ of habeat corptu 
merely "in particular localities where the or- 
dinary process of law can not be enforced." 
The Editor mistakes the suspension expressly 
authorised by the constitution for the stupe n - 
sicn comprehended in the suspension of all 
laws except the laws of war, as the President 
mistakes the latter suspension for the former. 
Hence, the one affirms that the Executive 
without the authority of Congres ? may 
lawfully suspend the privilege of the 
writ everywhere alike, while the other affirms 
that Congress itself can lawfully suspend the 
privilege only on the theatre of war. The same 
fundamental misconception engenders both 
The true view is, that, within the 
of actual military operations, the priv- 
ilege of the writ of habeat corpvs is suspended 
aiccg with all other civil privileges aud as a 
mere incident of the general suspension, 
whereas, in places beyond the sphere of 
ectual military operations, the privilege of the 
writ of habeat torpvt can be lawfully sus- 
pended only by the express Authority of Con- 
gress. The view of Hr. Lincoln involves the 
usuxpAtion of power by the Executive; the 
view of the Editor of the Enquirer involves 
the renunciation ol power by Congress: the 
view we have stated involves the due exer- 
cise of constitutional power equally by Con- 
gress and by the Executive.

It is alleged that Stephens is now in 
Paris effecting this arrangement 

The telegraphic despatch above Appear- 
ed in the Journal of yesterdAy. The 
United Sutes Government has been very 
often denounced for its refusal to receive 
Hr. Stephens and Hr. Ould, and we in- 
cline to the opinion that it made a mistake 
in not receiving them, but we have no idea 
that their design in attempting to visit Wash- 
ington was to offer terms of peace on the ba- 
eis of a restored Union. Their proposed visit 
was undertaken before the fall of Yicksburg, 
the fall of Port Hudson, and the retreat of 
Gen. Lee, and yet, just after those three events 
so disastrous to the rebels, Hr. Stephens made 
a speech at Charlotte, in North Carolina, from 
which we give the following extract, as pub- 
lished with many others of the same chanc- 
er, by the Atlanta (Ga.) Confederacy: 

As for reconstruction," said Mr. Stephen?, 
"such a thing was impossible — tueh an idea 
mutt net be tolerated for an imlanl. Reconstruc- 
tion would not end the war, but would pro- 
duce a more horrible war than that in which 
we are now engaged. The oniy terms on 
which we can obtain permanent peace is 
final and complete teparation from the North 
iUtber than to submit to anything short of 
that, let us all determine to die like men 
worthy of freedom.

The peace faction, 
notwithstanding the well-known energy and 
boldness of iN loaders, waj unable to raise so 
mueh as a ripple in the smooth counsels of the 
Democracy of the Empire State.

This is entirely true. "It is,'' the World 
philosophically adds touching the peace fac- 
tioniits, "in tte very nature of Democratic 1 
freedom tlmt men will sometimes run into ex- 
cess. These irregular tossing3 of the seA of : 
liberty furnish the main argument of despots, ; 
who thence reason that men are too heady to 
I* trusted with self-control. But it is a shal- 
low and fliort-sighted view that judges of 
things by their immediate rather than their 
ultimate results. And our peace friends have 
fallen into a simiiar error in reasoning about 
tie war that the administration has in rea- 
roning about iAt»i. There is no more 
justice in. arguing, as Mr. Fernando Wool 
dees, that, because this war has been attended 
with srbit-ary arrests and unconstitutional 
emancipation, it ought therefore to be imme- 
diately given up, than there is in arguing, as ' 
despots do, that because free institutions pro- 
duce party turbulence and demagogic arabi- j 
tion, they ought not to be allowed. In fact, | 
tbe despotic argument is thelesst implausible 
of the two; for it is making a very foolish 
concession to the administration to say that 
its violations of the Constitution are necessary 
concomitants of war." Such is the view of 
the peace factionists of the North taken by a 
Northern journal which will certainly not be 
act used of undue charity for the men charged 
officially with the conduct of the war. I a our 
judgment, the view, in respect to the strength 
as well as to the character of the peace faction, 
is a correct one. It accords fully with our 
own conviction. The peace faction of the 
North is the mere spawn of radicalism, and 
will perish with its generator. Meanwhile, 
it at worst will remain in the future, what it 
has been in the past, a pestilent but power- 
less faction. We, however, believe that in re- 
ality the faction has reached and passed iu 
culminating point. We believe it has "touch d 
the highest point" of its "greatness," and will 
"haste now : ' to its "setting.'' We sincerely 
hope so. Be this as it may, we are convinced 
that the conservatives of the North are dealing 
with tbe faction in the very way best adapted 
to overrule it to the ends which all true pa-

Washington letter, dated the 8th inst, pub- 
lished in the New Yotk Time?, has the follow- 
ing important iufoimation relative to an 
important question which has been in- 
terposed by the Confederates in providing for 
a general exel ange of prisoners:

power to effect the release of these officers aad j 
all others who are now prisoners in the South, | 
but he was not prepared, nor would he con- 
sent to make the release of officers of colored 1 
regiments an indispensable condition to the 
renewal of exebarges This government : 
was prepared to exchange man for mm 
with the rebels, even should they retuse 
to release officers of colored regiments in I 
their hands. This would be done bee vi;*thi3 | 
Government considered it nnfair to make the | 
: »■•-•- of a few officers a test question, wiien a 
much larger number would be benefited by 
the resumption of e xchangea, and the question j 
of exchanging these officers was left open for 
future consideration. He wished sincerely 
that they could be released spee-dii/, but Jeif 
Davis was a party to be consulted, and they ' 
could not be exchAnged unless by agreement 
with rebel Authorities. The question rsised 
in regard to these officers was not covered by ] 
cartel, and officers of these regimeuts knew, 
when tbey entered the service, the peculiar 
risks incidental to their position, aad for the 
present must endure the disagreeable conse- 
quences. The President, however, assured 
the gentleman that anv unujutl or barbarous 
treatment of such officers or the colored sol- 
diers wou'd cause retaliation on our part upon 
tte rebel prisoners in our hands. 

We see that it is seriously questioned 
whether the President |aii what he is here 
represented to have said. At any rate he is 
in grave trouble concerning the matter. 
All persons of common sagacity mu3t 
surely have foreseen this trouble from 
the time when negro enlistments were 
first talked of ; we foresaw it and foretold 
it in the most earnest language. Certainly 
it is the President's duty to give up the 
negro regiment business wholly and prompt- 
ly. This business has undoubtedly been one 
of the greatest mistakes of his administra- 
tion. 

Depreciation of Gold. — Every year wit-' 
nesses a recurrence in England of the fear that 
men of fixed money income are to be serious- 
ly troubled by a depreciation in the value of 
gold through its over production. The Cas- 
sandra cry thi3 year comes from Hr. Henry 
Fawcett, who, in a paper read lately before 
the British Association for the Advancement 
of Science, makes the calculation that if the 
present yield from Australia and California 
continues during the neit ten years, £200,- 
000,000 of gold will have to be absorbed. Af- 
ter making the most ample allowances for the 
additional gold which would be required in 
consequence of the increase in wealth and 
population, he thinks that during the next 
ten years not more than £G0,000,000 of gold 
can be absorbed by Europe without a depre- 
ciation in its value. The moral of the state- 
ment is that this depreciation will fall 
with particular Severity on persons of fixed 
incomes, and that it is sufficiently probable 
to induce every prudent man to take every 
precaution to obviate its consequences. 

We must say, however, that in our own 
country the danger to men of fixed incomes 
us well as to all other classes, is fax less from 
the depreciation of gold than from that of 
greentacks^

situation. But the important question is, Dare 
• Bragg divide his army to attack Burn<ide and 
Hoseerans simultaneously? We think not; 
1 because by so doing he gives us all the advan-

; crans from the pressure of superior numbers. 
What force, then, is there at the disposal of 
the rebel leaders which can seriously threaten 
Gen. Burnside?

ensUrn approaches of the Virginia and Ten- 
resree Railroad, then in fesjl possession of the 
n Vels, and by means of which a large army 
under LougsUeet was expected to pour down 
upon him from the direction of Lyach- 
burg. In addition to this, it i3 3tated that 
the country in North Georgia is rather 
level, with hills and ridges springing up 
at intervals, and separating one valley 
ficm aro her; the streams sre sluggish aad 
the banks usually Ligh; the region is thickly 
timbered, with a heavy undergrowth, making 
it rather impassable for the operations of a 
large aimy. It is evident to every one who 
has carefully watched the situation in East 
Tenaessec snd Northern Georgia, that the 
successful holding of Knoxville and the Cum- 
berland Gap would damage the rebels almost 
as much as the continued occupation of Chat- 
tanooga. The Richmond Examiner, in its 
painful eolicituds afusr the recent advance of 
General Burnside, exclaimed: 

It is a terrible thing to see the whole State 
of Tennessee, absolutely the whole, in the 
bands of the enemy. The South has striven 
greatly for it, and from Donelson to Chatta- 
nooga, every foot of the ground might be the 
grave of a soldier. We have not now an inch 
of Tennessee. Even the mountains, which 
are the back door of Virginia, are in the hands 
of the enemy. Chattanooga, one of the 
strongest military positions, has gone without 
a shot ; and the Northern press protends — 
though we do not yet believe it — that even 
Cumberland Gap has been surrendered by 
those in charge of it. These are painful sub- 
jects for re flection. 

It is not to be presumed that Gen. Burnside 
wss not as fully aware of the importance of 
.the advantages he had gained, as the rebels 
were of the disadvantages under which they 
labored from his successful advance and 
occupation of "the back door of Virginia. ' 
The despondency of the Richmond Examiner, 
in view of the terrible disasters, merely ap- 
prehended and not believed, has been doubly 
increased by its subsequent knowledge that 
the Cumberland Gap is in our power; we 
have &een the rebel General lately in com- 
mand there and all his men pass through our 
city us prisoners of war. The importance of 
Gen. Burneide's operations cannot therefore be 
over-estimated, and it would be a most fatal 
jolicy to abandon the ground which has been 
gained. He bas therefore been intently en- 
gaged in observing the movements of the reb- 
els, for it was natural to presume that any 
relief afforded to Bragg from the army of Lee 
before Richmond would be sent by the direct 
railroad route. This course however was not 
adopted, and the rebel reinforcements were 
forwarded by the circuitous route of railroads 
through the Carolinas and Georgia, thus 
evading the careful watch which Burnside 
was keeping at "the back door of Virginia." 

Many of our contemporaries still favor the 
theory that Burnside will effect a junction 
with Rosecrans, and it has been asserted that 
orders to that effect have emanated from the 
War Department, while the despatches from 
Chattanooga published on Thursday stated 
that the rebels were making a movement 
to the eastward of Missionary Mountains, 
which was supposed to be directed against the 



eveeifa which produced thi.' unhappy conflict 
between the sections, when at last it became 
apparent that the constitution must be defend- 
ed and preserved by an appeal to arms, we 
deemed it our duty to sustaiu the government 
in the exercise of "all its constitutional powers 
for the vindication of it« rightful supremacy 
over every portion of the Uaion.

terial aid which was necessary to strengthen 
the government and to bring the straggle to 
a successful and honorable termination. Even 
without the pledge to which we have referred, 
we bad a right to assume, and, in justice to 
you, were bound to believe that the war waa 
to be carried on by constitutional means for 
constitutional ends, and not otherwise. Were- 
j lied on you to exercise the ample powers con- 
i f'erred on the Executive by the Constitutioa, 
\ with a faithful regard for the limitations and 
! safeguards which its wise. and patriotic fram- 
I era prescribed for protecting the rights of the 
! States and the people. 

So long as the war was conducted in this 
spirit you had the united support of the North. 
Men or all parties enlisted in the army with 
; patriotic alacrity. Excepting a few tndivid- 
| uals of extreme or fanatical opinions, the 
mass of the people, forgetful of former polit- 
ical differences, were ready to stand by the 
government and endure every sacrifice of life 
and health and mater ial prosperity to preserve 
intact the Union of our fathers. If divisions 
have appeared in the loyal States, they pro- 
ceed from a conviction honesMy entertained 
by a large number of your fellow-citizem, 
that the administration has abandoned its 
I original policy and entered upon a course 
of measures not warranted by, but direct- 
ly subversive of the Constitution of the 
I nited States. Your proclamations sub- 
jecting citizens of loyal Suites (where no war 
exists and the courts are in the daily exercise 
of their regular functions) to arbitrarv arrest 
and imprisonment or banishment in defiance 
of the settled law of the land; and assuming 
to abolish negro slavery in the States by the 
mere fiat of one department of the federal 
government, are not approved by the enlight- 
ened public opinion ot the free States. Oa the 
contrary, they are regarded by a large portion 
(and we believe by a vast majority) of the 
people, not only as a violation of the pledge 
made to the country at the outset of the war, 
but as acts of usurpation, hostile and danger- 
ous to the Constitution which we are striviag 
to uphold and preserve for the benefit of suc- 
ceeding generations. 

These measures are looked upon as danger- 
ous to the liberties of a free people, and de- 
structive of that rightful equality of the States 
which is the fundamental basis of our federal 
svstem. 

' We would therefore respectfully iavokeyou 
to revoke the policy promulgated by thosj 
proclamations and return to the legitimate but 
vigoroue exercise of constitutional power. If 
you will proclaim that the Constitution is the 
supreme law of the land, to be sacredly ob- 
served by all who are entrusted with its ad- 
ministration, and that the war shall be prose- 
cuted only for its defence, and shall cease 
whenever armed resistance to its federal au- 
thority is discontinued, you will again have- 
the beartv support of the people of the North- 
ern States.

THE BATTLES OF CHICKAX U IOA. 
We publish below the account of the close 
on Sunday of the preat battles, from the pen 
of Mr. Furay, the Cincinnati Gazette s special 
correspondent with the Army of the Cumber- 
land. Onr own Kentuckians' glorious record 
shines forth most respleadently : 

It was about half-past twelve, when, hear- 
ing a heavy cannonade open upon the right, I 
galloped over in that direction to see what it 
might mean. A longitudinal gap in Mission 
Ridge, admits the Rossville road into Ch tt- 
tanooga valley, and skirU along a large corn- 
field at the mouth of the gap. Looking across 
the cornfield from the gap, yoa see thick 
woods upon the other side. The cornfield it- 
self is a sort of "cove"' in the ridge, and here 
were numbers ot all sorts of army vehicles 
mingled with the debris of dismantled and 
discomfited batteries. Fragments of Davis's 
Hying squedrons had also lodged ia this field. 

While 1 stood gazing upon this scene from 
the summit of the ridge, some rebel skirmish- 
ers appeared in the skirts of the woods oppo- 
site the gap I have mentioned, and flung per- 
haps a dczvn mnsket-balls into the field. In- 
stantly men, ar.imals, vehicle* became a mas» 
of struggling, cursiug, 3honting, frightened 
life. Everything and everybody appeared t> 
rush headlocg for the narrow gup, aad mea, , 
horses, mules, ambulances, baggage wagon>, 
ammunition wagrns, artillery carriages and 
caiseons were rolled and tumbled together in 
a confused, inextricable and finally motionless 
mass, completely blocking up the mouth of 
the gaps. Nearly all this booty subsequently 
fell into the hands of the enemy. Sickeaed 
and d-sgusted by the spectacle, I turned a vav : 
to watch the operations of General Thorn w s 
corps, upon which alone depended the safety of 
t M army. 

General Thcmas had withdrawn his men al- 
most entirely from the valley, and t «ken up a 
position on the side of Mission Ridge. His 
lelt still rested upon the Lalayette road, .a^ 1 
bis right upon the ridge near the gap I hive 
already spoken of. Here were collected the 
shattered remnants of the powerful corps 
which hf d so long breasted the fierce assault 
of the enemy in the forenoon. Here was ' 
Johnson, who seems to have done better work 
to-day and yesterday than ever before. Here : 
was tie unconquerable Wood, with Harker s 
brigade, and here were also such fragments of 
Crittenden's corps as could be induced to ven- 
tBre uton another stand. The whole were 
drawn up in aline forming a circular curve, , 
facing the southeast. A bill near the middle 
of the curve was the key of the position, and \ 
Harkers brigade was appointed to defend the 
same. Scon after the hill was occupied, a 
house upon its summit was set oa fire by the 
enemy's shells and continued to burn for a 
long time with great fury. 

Not long was new line of battle per- ' 
mitted to remain idle. Cannon bellowed 
egainst it; missiles of every kind were hurled 
into it; shells burst above it; rifle-balls went 
tearing through it; but still it remained firm. 

It was certain, however, as truth itself that 
unless assistance should reach it from some 
quarter and that right speedily, it must at 
length sucenmb, for the rebel leaders, embold- j 
enedby the rout of McUook and Crittenden, 
were gathering their hosts to hurl them in a 
last mighty effort against the feeble band that 
confronted them. Whence should that succor 
ccme ? 

Suddenly a vast clond of dust was s^en to 
rise above the trees, away to the left, and m 
few minutes afterward long lines of men 
emerged from the woods, crested the Lafay- 
ette road and began advancing toward us over 
the fields. Their discipline seemed very per- 
fect, and it was an imposing pageant when, 
as tbey came on, their banners fluttered above 
their heads and their glittering arms flashed 
back the sunlight through the thick clouds of 
dust. 

Capt Johnson, of Gen. Negley's staff, who. ! 
on being severed from bis own division had : 
immediately reported to Gen. Thomas for 
duty, had alreecfy, at great personal risk, as- 
certained that the advancing battalions were 
infantry, and now the question arose, was it 
cur own or the enemy's. Hope and fear al- 
ternately agitated our bosoms, until at last, 
looking through our glasses, we could clearly 
distinguish the red and blue, with the white 
crescent! It was the battle flag of General 
Granger, and the troops we saw were two ' 
brigades, Mitc hell's and Whitaker's, of Stead- 
man's strong division. These were compara- 
tively fresh troops. True, they had marched 
seme weary miles over roads ankle deep with 
dust True, they had hurried along rapidly 
to succor their comrades and participate in 
the fight. But tbey bad not as yet been en- 
gaged that day, and hence they could indeed 
be considered help to the battle-scarred vet- 
erans who held the hill. 

As soon as General Granger had reported 
to General Thomas for duty, he was sent by 
tbe latter to bring ever an ammunition train 
from the Rossville road. The train had fallen 
into tbe bands of the enemy, but the march 
in siearch of it brought Steadman at once into 
contact with the rebels, and a desperate con- 
flict immediately ensued. It was bow that 
the brilliant courage of Col. John G. Mitch- 
ell, commanding one of General Steadman's 
brigades, became conspicuous. Now General 
Whitaker had an opportunity of baptizing In 
glory the star recently placed upon his shoul- 
der; and row the troops of the reserve corpa, 
comparatively unused to battle, had an oppor- 
tunity of testing their mettle. Nobly did all 
pass through the ordeal, and, although once 
thrown into confusion by the concentrated 
fire from a score of rebel regiments and half 
as many batteries, they rallied under the fire, 
and drove the enemy from a hill almost as 
formidable as that which formed the key of 
General Thomas's position. The rebels made 
one de sperate endeavor to retake this position, 
but were bloodily repulsed, and almont for the 
first time since the fight began, there was a 
luU in the fearful storm.

rapid firing on tbe Gordonsville 
road, tie galloped to the aid of Col. Chapman, 
who seemed to tie hotly cn aged. Col. Chap- 
r an, whose command consisted of the 8th Il- 
linois, 3d Indiana, and 8'b New York, moved 
down tbe Gordonsville road, and, when with- 
in four miles of tbe Rapid Ann, suddenly 
came in contact with the old brigades of Gen- 
erals Jones and Hampton. 

Col. Chapman determined to risk an en- 
gagement, trusting to Gen. Buford to come to 
bis aid. A series of brilliant charges were 
then made wh'ch lasted from 2 o'clock until 
sunset Chapman whipped these old rebel 
brigade?, killed between 40 and M, captured 
tt prisoners, among them several officers, one 
Lieutenant-Colonel, one Major, and several 
Captain, and sent tbe rest flying at the high- 
est speed to the South bank Of the R*pid Aun. 

Gen. Kilpatrick, who came up with the rear 
of this flying force, is said to nave captured 
about fifty more before they reached the river. 
On the left Gen. Dtvins was equally success- 
ful. 

Tbe object for which the reconnoisjance 
was made having been successfully accom- 
p.iehed. Gen. Buford returned. 
He met tbe old brigade of Gen. Lee, fought

pass ur collected erroneous reports that take 
nom the meed of praise it haa so justly 
earned. Immediately on the tflllllMlliln of 
tbe city patrols were thrown out, and every 
precaution was successfully taken to protect 
the citizens from harm, and their property 
liom pillage. Nothing disorderly occurred. 
Our troops marched in "with b.mds playing the 
ciost stirring patriotic airs. There was no 
i;prcar. It was the quiet, soberly, manly po3- 
s< ssion of a vaunted stronghold, by men, who, 
knowing tbe duties of a Christian soldier, felt

by acts of injustice or inhumanity.

! of transpoitation ; and a few hospital stores con-

Ever since the appearance of Col Wilder's 
mounted infantry opposite the city, Brazghaa 
employed the entire rolling stock of the rail- 
road to transport his stores and munilions of 
; war southward. He evidently contemplated 
sn abandonment of the place, since his caval- 
ry have been busily engaged in collecting all 
i he cattle and provisions in the surrounding 
couLtry, aDd every article of va ue in the 
shepe of machinery, artisans' tools, cloth suit- 
ible for soldier's clothing, and stores of al- 
most every description.

Col. Wilder appreciates as highly as any 
man the protection and exemption due the 
cer tlersc x, and no man would more unwil- 
lingly ignore such rights in war than he. W&cn 
1 is command appeared before Chattancoga, he 
c rdt red a par.y of ski.misLera to dash down 
to tbe river bai.k and capture, if possible, the 
h rrjboat lying at the landing. 

The effort wa3 one to be opposed bytliesame

aimy may .justly excite the fears of the Coc- 
f. dtrscy. The conduct of iuj rebel toaOM 
U.ward the citizens and toward the rebel au- 
thorities, when it was definitely known that 
Chattanooga would be evacuated, was out- 
u gious. A band of soldiers paraded the 
s:ret;s, denounced Brac.g as a traitor to the 
South, the rebellion as a failure, and asserted 
their determinetion to reimburse themielves 
for pecuniary losses by seizing upon the prop- 
erty of the wealthy, who inaugurated tbe 
* ar and forced the poor man to fight their 
1 atth s. After thii dr monstration of defection 
tley repaired to the depot of commis iry 
stoies, drove off the guard, destroyed a consid- 
erable rmount of property, and rolling out a hit 
cf whiskey reserved for hospital purposes dis- 
tributed the contents of one barrel among the 
participants. Maddened by the effects of the 
1'iuor, they returned to the depot after a short 
ai stnee to find that a stronger force had been 
di tailed to protect the goods. Nothing daunt- 
ed, they attacked and drove off the guards, 
rolled out all the whiskey (about thirty bar- 
rels), and, taking what tbey could easily car- 
ry away, joured the remaiuder into the gut- 
t» r. Tlie scene? of pillage and oatrag': that 
followed would disgrace the record of any 
troops, and, associated with the evidences of 
dise.ffection I have referred to, looks ominous. 

Gen. Resecrans established his headquarters 
in tba s;.me house occupied hy the rebel Gen- 
cal Polk.

Uca thou. and militia; Lee has sent reinfor e- 
moits; accessions have come from Johnston's 
army, and the indications are that Bragg will 
oceupy the g.ic.8 at Pigeon Ridge; and holding 
a reserve at Lafayette, through which place 
by way of Villar ow lies a safe line of retreat, 
give us battle. Tbe advantages are in such a 
position largely in favor ot Bragg. If his 
n w recruits display the tenacity of daring 
tl at characterized his other troops at Stone 
River, succces will be attained only after a 
stubborn battle, and the effusion of rivers of 
blood.

When Cot^reas passed and the President 
approved the act of !a3t session authorizing 
the latter to suspend the privilege of the writ 
ot habeas corpus, we had from both a distinct 
concession or recognition of the principle that 
the power of suspension i3 exclusively with 
Corgress. For a joint discretionary power of 
the sort in both Congress and the President 
would be so iucongruous and injuriously con- 
tacting that no one ha3 contended for it, and 
tl eretore the concession of its possession by 
CoDgreso is necessarily the equivalent of a di- 
rect negation ot the power to the President. 
Such having been, anterior to this rebellion, 
He uniform unanimous construction of seventy 
j »ars' duration, from this time forth it should 
be held to be the tettled construction. How- 
ever gratifying this result may be to those 
cf us who for two long years had 
insisted on that construction against 
Congressional acd executive influence, yet 
this is no time for exultation in the triumph 
of e ve n so great a principle over pernicious 
n-cr; but rather for conciliation in that as in 
ail things, so tbat there shall be no future 
i.eed for ^uch triumph over even the political 
enora of our countrymen. It would there- 
fere be unprofitable, if not inappropriate, to 
ii qu're too nicely into the* motive of the 
l'residf nt and bis party in Congress for thi3 
•apaiaat chaage of opinion. Let us rather 
continue to treat it as it was received at first 
I .. the nation, as the harbinger of a change 
Of policy which will hereafter keep all our 
naetnaariai wttaia the line of their consti- 
tutional lowers. The clause of th3 act re- 
quiring all arrests to be promptly reported to 
tl e courts for their rnee-iy action, greatly en- 
couraged thet hope. It haa been also strength- 
ened by the recent dtonralintl of the P.-.-si- 
dtut, in ccnteisatica with Geueral Smith, 
tbst he would acquiesce in the decision of the 
courts against what is supposed to be his most 
< i eri»hed power- his a.-suiaed power to eman- 
cipate Blaves. 

There h;w been a rec-nt military action iu 
this connection of such good promise, tint it 
ought not to be passed ov;-r in that neglectful 
silence with which it ha3 been heretofore 
treated. Our commanding Qtae.nl in Ken- 
tucky, who ha3 hsd larger experiencj in the 
U-atttr of military arrears than any other of 
cur Qta Will, has. by hL recent order, itruck 
a much needed blow at the arhitrai iueis of 
such arrests. He has ordered that they sii Ml 
cnlj be made upou written chrrges sustained 
bj the "nfiidaviUof t wo or aiore respousibie 
persons", atd not even then, until the chargj 
fa is been investigated and the order ot arrest 
hi ued from hia headquarters Tbe Constitu- 
tion sajs, "no watr.ini shall issue but upon 
} lobable ckusc. supported by oath or ailirina- 
ticn." Though this ia not referred to aa the 
t/ime of the change in military practice, 
yet the cause assigned is almost equally 
Utatifying. The Geueral say3 the order 
i. nsof "to prevent ucnecesstry trouble, ex- 
p«pse,.end 'sfnrtestsa.' 1 Whatever the cause 
fcr the charge, it is gratify ing to find our 
military i flictra thus conforming to the in- 
junctions of Ihe Constitution. It is especially 
gratifying, as signalizing the superiority of the 
wisdom of tbe Constitution over the wis don 
ot our men of the prcseut day. Itreteaeh s 
that nlatan;, eft taeakated les8->n, never to 
rupac • ourselves wiser than the Constitution. 
Coming es the order does from so experienced 
ri'-d intelligent a General, it may be taken as 
lull p'loofthat such disregard o'. the Constitution 
* ill mainly result in profit icss "trouble and 
e»pensb' ; to the Government and "unnecss- 
s..iy oppression" to the citizen. 

1 bete cheering hopes of restoration to a 
p : verr.m? nt of law have been chilled by the 
terms of the suspension proclamation and its 
accompanying order from the War Depart- 
ment. The suspension is not confined to lo- 
cnBttol within or near the site of military op- 
erations, but extends over the whole Union; 
rnd to localities where there is not the sem- 
1 larce of pretext for being required bv mili- 
tary necessity. Nor is it limited to any de- 
fined elau of crues, but embraces every one 
the President may choose to imprison, with or 
v» ithout caure, or even the suapicion of ju3ti- 
li ible cause. Such extreme laxity in dealing 
v it ! > such a delicate subject and one uoon 
v\ hi b popular j-alotsy is so promptly arous- 

i d, evinces rather a reckless, defiant disregard 
cf the spirit of the Constitution, with its sym- 
pathizing popular sentiment, than a becoming 
deference to either. The order from th-i War 
DtsattaMBt requires all officers, from whom 
o prisoner shall be p; tempted to be taken by 
judicial authority, afier return made of his de- 

i tniner by Presidential authority, to make bt> 
; ( ble resistance with all the military aid that 
: c.n be obtained. This has a strong ."qniutiag 
I towards the perpetration of treason. 

The constitution having confided to con- 
p ress'Onal discretion exclusively the important 
t ust of determining the when, the where, the 
low far and for how long the suspension of 
; the privilege of habeas corpus should be ma le, 
; the ect of lest session raises the important 
' quection whether Congress can abdicate that 
tiust and transfer it to the President. The 
| prei-onderence of lrgal intelligence in and out 
I of Congress, as also of argument, bas seemed 
; to Ve agaitst the power to transfer. It is a 
j lore, well-established principle amongjuri9ta 
! £Ld statesmen, that r discretionary power 
ci.cfided to one of the departments ca ioot be 
M gaily transferred to or exercised by either of 
: the others. The attempted transfer in this 
! case is in direct conflict with that great prin- 
■ ( iple. The constitution doe3 not say that ia 
time of war or rebellion the privilege shall be, 
cor even that it ntaj be suspended, but only 
when, in those cases the public 3afety may re- 
quire the suspension. To determine when, 
where, hc«w far, and how long public safety so 
r. quires belongs exclusively toCoagre33, and, 
as many if not most of our best thinkers sup- 
pose, cannot be transferred. Tbia great q iea- 
t on bas to be decided by the judicearv. 
fchould they decide agsiust the Uinsfer, "it 
would be iLdecorou3 to suppose the President 
would t.ot obey the decision, as hi3 duty re- 
quires. It would not do for Mr. Lincoln or 
ai>y aspiring member of hia Cabinet e«p'.icit!y 
to avow before the Presidential election ac in- 
tention to ditcbey such decision. Yet, this is 
txactly what tha OtaVt from the War Depart- 
ment sun. = to contemplate, and in that event 
C'dera all military subordinate* to resist such 
di cision with militaiy force.

el acge of his cabinet or policy: or resis in^ a 
ce nsti utional act of Congress, or the exer- 
ei.-e of any cortetjtuticnal power by the Presi- 
d< nt; or the resisting of either depart aeat in 
tl e exercise of its constitutional functions. 

If we were to suppose a legally constituted 
p<ne comitates raised by the Marshal *br a 
legitimate purpose, diverted into any such as- 
sau't upon the Presidential power, it would be 
none the less treasonable, though the Chief 
Justice and a majority of the members ot 
Corgrers should voluntarily join the posse. 

So also armed resistance to judicial m*n- 
d te being equally treasonable, it will be none 
the lets so, because made by part of the army 
ui der the direct personal command of the 
President. 

The principle equally embraces the forcible 
suppression of the civil authority of a State— 
fcr instance, of its legislature, its courts, or 
it3 free ballot As adjudged by the Supreme 
Court in Bollman's c«. e. an attempt by force 
to subvert the government in any locality, 
snch v. a city or State, is treason, though un- 
accompanied with an intent to subvert the 
whole government A making of war against 
any.one of the States, or an attempt by force 
to sflbvert its civil authority, is therefore a 
levyirg of war against all the States within 
tbe constitutional definition of treason. Con- 
sequently it is mere absurdity to suppose that 
there can be such a thiDg as full treason 
against a State, whilst it remains in the 
Union, as contradistinguished from treason. 

As to the idea that the suspension of the 
P' ivilege of the writ precluded the issuing of 
tt e writ of habeas corpus in all cases, or ex- 
onerates from obedience to judicial action 
under the writ, tbat is a grow error. The act 
itself evidently contemplates the continued 
use of the writ, as that is the moat, if not ihe 
only appropriate mode of c-rrying out some 
of its requirements. After directing the Sec- 
retaries of State and War to make return 
within twenty days of all arrests to the proper 
courts, it directs that if the Secretary neglect 
or fail to make the return, the Court shall 
then order the release of the peraon arrested. 
Now the proper exercise of this power almost 
indispensably requires the use of the writ, 0 r 
which is the same, of some perfectly anala- 
gous process. So also a conicrint may 
be detained after regularly furnishing a sub- 
stitute or paving his $300 commutation, or a 
volunteer after having served out hia three 
years' term. In none of these cases is there a 
conceivable reason of policy why the writ 
should not be used for the relief of the citizen 
so unjustly treated, and though the act is 
buugtingly bad enough, yet a fair interpreta- 
tion will exempt Congress from the imputed 
infamy of having intended to deprive the suf- 
ferer of such redress. 

The most material and comprehensive por- 
ticn of the proclamation, as it is also of the 
act of Congress, is that which extends the sus- 
pension to all cases of persons held by order of 
the President without regard to the reason or 
occasion for the holding. It is the order of 
tbe President which alone legitimates the 
holding. No imputed authority as incident to 
a military commission will do. There must 
be superadded the express order of the Presi- 
dent, either special or general. The act ex- 
pressly contemplates the U3e of tbe writ for 
the very purpose of ascertaining whether the 
detention is by virtue of such order. It is 
tiie the act, to tbe eternal dishonor of Con- 
gress, makes the rerora of the officer under 
ofi'h corrl -rdTe, 



inquiring whether he has iguoraatiy or 
witiu'.iy made a false re"..:-: still it evi- 
dently contemplates the uab of th» writ to 
obtain the return. A l.teral compliance 
with the order may therefore lead aa igno- 
rant offieer into the unwitting perpetration of 
treason, by. wrongfully resisting the order of 
tte court. Besides, the courts might well say 
that Congress had no right to preclude the 
requirement of the production of the Presi- 
dent s order to sustain the return of the sub- 
ordinate, as otherwise the latter would be 
\ Irtuaily empowered to make the suspension 
nr d enforce it by a false or ignorant return. 
Than ia nothing more probable than that in- 
terior officers may igncrantly suppose that in 
■ uking all arrests, they act by the authority 
of their chief, the President. The order ob- 
viously requires careful reconsideration asd 
timendmectto prevent such misconstruction 
of their duty by subordinates, and to s-ive 
then from the danger of igncrantly incurring 
the penalties of treason.

Washington, Sept 26. 

The Army of the Potomac is in motion, 
liansports are loading with great activity, 
mid it is eipected that a considerable bodv of 
niata arifl embark with as little delay aa [w- 
■ian. Their destination can only be conjec- 
tured in the meantime. There is anal ac:iv- 
i-v shown in forwarding troopa in another 
direction. The Government has taken pos- 
si ssion of the B. and 0 lUiiroad, and no more 
tiavel for civil purposes will be allowed oa it. 
Pome important movement is contemnlated 
ou this road. It is currently said here, and 
siicb, in fact is the purport of the information 
tL^t we receive from varioiH sources, th.-.t the 
r« infirrcemeiits sent to the help of Braizg 
against General Rcwecrans have left Rich- 
mond alsa>st defenceless.

Most 
ot our losses in artillery were occasioned by 
the killing of the horses. 

Gen. Thomas retired to Rossville on Sunday 
night after the battle had closed. Gen. Rose- 
trans had issued an order for all his troops to 
concentrate with the forces at Chattanooga. 
In the last two assaults our troops fought with 
the bayonet, their ammunition being ei- 
bauBted. 

Tbe latest infi-rmation that h&s reached this 
city is from Chattanooga last evening, and was 
to the effect that Gen. Rosecrans would con- 
centrate cn Chattanooga last night. Thomas

Rosecrans is fighting the whole Southern 
Confederacy. 

The bureau of exchange here received a 
letter a day or two since from Commissioner 
Onld, at Richmond, informing them that 
li!,CC0 priionere paroled by Grant had been 
returned to the field, and, in the exchange re- 
ferred to, tbe same number of our prisoners 
delivered. 

Tbe whole statement in regard to the deliv- 
ery of prisoners is a lie. Not a man of our 
own has been returned for these 12,000 who 
were there aimed, and bave undoubtedly par- 
ticipated in the late battles at Chattanooga. 

New York, Sept. 22. 

Tbe morning papers contain various specu- 
lations relative to the late battles of General 
Roeecrans, all of which are, however, discred- 
ited by tbe last teport sent to prew at an early 
hour this morning, under date of Chattanoo- 
ga, Sept 22d. 

The Tribune's special says, the general sum- 
ming up is, after two days' severe fighting, in 
which Roeecrans with greatly inferior forces 
lore the shock of 140,000 rebels, comprising 
the armies of Bragg and Johnston, naif of 
Lee's armv, and all of Pemberton's scattered 
troops that could he gathered together, he 
deimed it prudent to fall back on Chattanoo- 
ga, wbich he did in good order. 

At last accounts be had established com- 
munication with the cavalry of Burnside, 
who is severely censured for cot having 
arrivtd earlier. Two of Rosecrans's divu. 
ions are reported not to have behaved very 
well. 

It is believed Rosecrans will be put in a po- 
sition to enable bim to resume the offensive. 
Meantime be is thought to be strong enough 
to hold bis ground. There is at least reason 
to believe a portion of what remains of Lee's 
as my will soon be occupied. 

After the 23d all volunteers serving in three 
years' organizations, and having less than one 
Tf ar to ssrve, will, on re-enlisting for three 
years or during the war, be entitled to a boun- 
ty of $402 provided for veterau volunteers. 

I*. is prophesied that but a feeble force of 
rebe's intervenes between Meade and Rich- 
mond. Commanders who have doubted accu- 
mulated evidence that many detachments 
have been sent from Lee's army South, now 
-e« m incliccd to admit it since the new9 of 
the Chattanooga battle. Rasecrans is fight- 
ir-g Ihe whole Southern Confederacy. 

A gentleman who left Falmouth a few days 
ago reports that there was no rebel force at or 
mar Fredericksburg, and but few pickets 
were to be seen. The same party saTS there 
is only one brigade, and as low down as Ger- 
n ania, on the Rapid Ann, there h only one 
i quad of rebel troops now north of the Rap- 
pahannock and rast of the Orange and Alex- 
andria railroad. 

The Herald's Washington special says that 
nothing has been talked of in Washington to- 
daj except the fate of Rosecrans's army. It 
U officially ascertained that he baa fallen back 
to Chattanooga to await the arrival of Burn- 
s-de'8 force, which was yesterday within thirty 
milea, and was expected to be up with bim to- 
day, when a forward movement would be 
t.rr mj.tlv made on the lines of the enemy at 
Piger n Mountain. 

The rebel army, upon the junction of Burn- 
tide with Rosecrans, would be badly beaten 
end compelled to fall back upon Rome or 
Atlanta. In the meantime much solicitude U
